BRITISH COLUMBIA'S WOODS. 

In 1875 a committee of Lloyd 's was 
appointed to inquiro into and report 
upon the relative value of the various 
woods used in commerce. The com- 
mittee submitted specimens to severe 
tests, availed themselves of tho expe- 
rience and tests of scieutifio and prac- 

- tical men in Franco and England, and 
gave tho preference to the Abies Doug- 

Xritoii (.poughu fir), generally referred to 
in England as Vancouver lir. Amongst 
other reports submitted is that of Mr. 
George .Roberts , who says, that tho 

, .Douglas tir is found on tho Sierra 
Nevada on the north lino of "Mexico, 
and continues to lut. 52 dog., whore 
it becomes scarce, not being much 
seen north of Milbank Sound, British 
Columbia. The localities whence tho 
greater part of the shipments of masts 
and spars, ship beams, ship and deck 
plank, forwarded to England, have 
been derived, have been the mills at 
Port Gamble and L'tsalady, Puget 
Sound, and Alborni and Burrard In- 
let in British Columbia. During the 
ten years ending 1870 the mills of 
British Columbia had exported about 
3500 spars and sixty million feet of 
rough and dressed Douglas fir lumber; 
but our shipments during the last six 
years largely exceed those of the pe- 
riod named. As to strength, Mr. Ro- 
berts extracts from the lecords of ex- 
periments made by Mr. DuPerron, a 
leading engineer of the French dock- 
yard of Toulon. A comparison was 
instituted by M. DuPenou between 
the flexibility, resistance and density 
of spars from Riga and those of the 
Abies Douglasli. H*> says- "The principal 
quality of these woods (the Douglas 
lir) is a flexibility and a tenacity of 
iibre rarely met with in trees so aged; 
they may be bent and twisted several 
times in a contrary direction without 
breaking. Several poles of the great- 
est length, having the end at the foot 
and tho top of the tree cut oil, were 
tried, comparatively, with poles of the 
.same dimensions cut from a Riga spar 
of firstclass, and the experiments gave 
a mean almost identical for the bend- 
ing and breaking of the two kinds of 
wood, while the density differs notably to 
the advantage of the Vancouver wood. The 
only question," continues M. DuPer- 
ron, "still undecided in that of dura- 
bility. The masts and spars of Van- 
couver are woods rare and exceptional 
for dimensions and superior qualities, 
strength, lightness, absence of knots 
and other grave vices." XI. Serres, 
engineer of tha Government Dockyard 
-at Cherbourg, made similar investiga- 
tions, and gave an opinion of the high 
merits of the Douglas fir from its "al- 
most complete absence of knots, and its 
resistance being equal to, and its weight 
a little less than the best in use, while, 
owing to its great size, there is some 
gain in weight and much saving of 
material and cost." Experiments made 
at Woolwich about the latter end pf 
1873, with the obiect of selecting a 
wood for tho superstructure of the 
military pontoon bridges, in place of 
Kawiie pine, which was not to bo ob- 
tained in the market in sufficient 
quantity, showed that the Douglas fir 
possesses greater strength than either 
Kawrie pine or Canada red pino. 
"Battens 2 inches by 2 inches and G 
feet between tho bearings were cut out 
of broken baulks and loaded till they 
broke," tho result being greatly to the 
advantage of our pine. Mr. Roberts 
hero cites the folio win;.;- opinion as to 
the strength of wood of Abies Doug- 
Uuii from the lectures of tho lato Mr. 
Burnell, a learned architect and ou- 
giibeer, who made extensive and pains- 
taking inquiries respecting timber: 

'•J have seen one stick of tho Vancou- 
ver's Island timber not less than 127 feet 
long, and about 42 inches square at one 
third of the height measuring from the 
butt end. which butt was itbout oO inches 
square; this log actually contained 13(17 
cubic feet of lumber. Now this titnbor 
from some rough experiments I have 
made is not only larger and longer thou 
the Bailie or American firs or nines, but 
its tenacity is greater and its resistance 
to a crushing weight apparently superior; 
indeed when loaded as a girder, with the 
Weight iu the centre to the point of in- 
stantaneous rupture, the Vancouver's 
Island wood bore weights which were to 
thoso borne by English Qnk us 13 to 12, 
and to those borne by Baltic fir as 13 to 8; 
and I subjected cubes of the thr^O woods 
measuring 3 inches on tho sides, to 
weights of 45 tons oooli, or 6 tons (11,2-10 
Ins.), on tiio inch superficial, when I 
found timt tho permanent elasticity of tho 
oak was not affected, that of tho Vancou- 
ver's Iahiud timber only ulightjy so, 
whibt the B.dtic timber wus permanent- 
ly and perceptibly oompressed." 

Mr. Roberts continues, "There are 
other woods of tho western coast of 
America that have interest in respect 
of their value for naval construction. 
Ono is likely to be of especial value 
from its size and quality. CupressU-s 
Nutkaen is, or ytllow oypress, a tree at- 
taining seven feet in diameter, having 
fine grained wood of gfeat durability, 
■with the further advantage of resist- 
ing the sea worm." On tho 4th of 
November, 1875, Mr. Robert's sub- 
mits, tho form of a supplemental re- 
port, the result of an examination of 
tho ago of a treo of Abies Douglasil, 809 
icet long, Diade by that eminent bot- 
anist, tho lato Dr. Lindloy, from a 
section (i feet in diameter, sent to the 
International Exhibition of 1802. Dr. 
Lindloy found that tho tree was 354 
yean? old and "perfectly sound to the 
heart." 

Quite opportunely, while wo are on 
tho subject of woods, Capt. Devon anx, 
master of tho Government steamer Sir 



James Douglas, has brought to The 
Colonist a piece of red cedar, 2^ foot 
in length by 7 inches in thickness, ac- 
companying the specimen with a "cer- 
tificate of character" which wo can 
best give in tho captain's own words. 
He says: 

"This pioco of red cedar was by me cut 
from a log 20 inches in diameter, found 
under tho centre and embraced in tho 
roots of a Douglas pino 5 foot in diameter. 
The latter is now in an advanced stage of 
decay. From thoso circumstances tho in- 
ference I draw is that, five or 6ix hun- 
dred, or possibly a thousand yours ago, a 
ceilar troo was thrown down by a tempest 
or foiled by the hands of a savage, and 
lay prostrate on the ground until tho 
bark decayed and became covered with 
mould sullioient- to gyrnjinataaml nourish 
a se'ed that foil' from a neighboring pine. 
(It is quit*? common in tho-forests of this 
country (b find largo-sized trees growing 
on tho trunks of frtllon' ; timber;) ' There 
it nourished until too largo |.o lind b'»i- 
tenanco on its scant domain ; whon it ex- 
tended its-roots to the earth and hooamo 
a forest giaut; was iu its turn blown down 
by tho passing galo and now lies almost 
rotten, revealing— as sound as evor— th'e 
long hidden trunk of the codar that ma- 
tured it from seed to sapling and remain- 
ed clasped in its embracing roots until 
cut out by me and brought to your of- 
fice." 



DELAYED 0SSPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 

London, Nov. 19. — The Standard's 
dispatch from Borlin says Russian police 
profess to have discovered a plot in Po- 
land. The Roman Catholic bishops of 
Zeytominoe, in the Province of Vol- 
hynia, have been arrested and imprisoned 
at Moscow, and several Polish curates 
thrown into prison nt Warsaw. All deal- 
era in arms arc subjected to stringent 
regulations. 

The papers to-day generally take a more 
hopeful view of tho situation, The Times 
says this morning opens so fairly that we 
are perhaps ltd to be sanguine iu holding 
that peace is assured. It is hard to be- 
lievo that when ten persons, all represent- 
ing powers deeply interested in keeping 
peace, meet iu council they will not 
maintain peace unbroken. , 

The Standard's Berlin dispatch reports 
that Turkey has sent a note to Bucharest 
usserting her right to send troops to Wal- 
lachia in the event of Russia's invasion. 

A telegram is received in Vienna stat- 
tiug that Gen. Toheroayoff has been su- 
perseded in the chief command of the 
Servian army by Gen. Zochmaza.formeily 
commander of tho Russian military dis 
triet of Odessa. 

Berlin, Nov. 19 — The Post asserts tfiat 
several Americana have applied to the 
Russian government for letters of marque 
tb be used against English shipping iu 
the event of war. 

London, Nov. 19.— Tho Times' Calcutta 
dispatch says: Tha Pioneer suites that 
the Indian government is prepariug to 
send a strong contingent of troops to 
Egypt if war is declared in Europe. 

Tho Dally News special from Vienna 
fays: It is positively stated that neither 
Germany nor Austria would opposo Rub- 
ii>'s entry into Roumania. 

A Berlin dispatch to the Daily News 
says: The highest estimato which oven 
Russians givo of tho portion of the Rus- 
sian army now in process of mobilization 
is 250,000 men. 

A News dispatch from Belgrade says: 
Five hundred Russians arrived thereon 
Saturday. There seems a disposition to 
have Russians who woro digustod with 
Servians during the lato campaign re- 
placed by fresh aud enthusiastic men. 

A Berlin special to tho Times reports 
tout all snips of tho Rus-ian Black Sea 
Navigation Company have been improv- 
ed into the service of the Russian govern- 
ment 

London, Nov. 20. — Tho Marquis of 
Salisbury, appointed special ambassador 
to act with Sir Henry Elliott as English 
plenipotentiary at the coming conference, 
left to-day with his family aud suito for 
Constantinople. Ho will stop at Paris, 
Berlin and Vienna, presumedly for con- 
sultation with foreign ministers. 

Careful official contradictions are pub- 
lished of reports of activity at Woolwich 
Arsenal in connection with Turkey's. com- 
plications. The increased demand for 
cartridges is solely in consequence of tho 
adoption of tho lUartini-Hunry rifle in tho 
Indian army. 

London, Nov. 19. — Tho operativo cot- 
ton spinners' association held a meeting 
at Manchester yosterday, and while justi- 
fying the Blackburn strike, the men deci- 
ded to return to work. This action aycrls 
the lock out, which would havo affected 
80,000 Lanciishiro operatives. 

Rome, No v. 20. —The Italian parliament 
was opened to-day. Th6 Kiug, in his 
speech from the throne, referring to tho 
threatening events transpiring at present, 
exprussod confidence in the success of 
counsols of moderation to which his 
government had given effectual support. 

Ldxdo.v, Nov. 20.— A Berlin corres- 
pondent of the Post writes to that journal 
under dato of Nov. ICth, that Prince Bis- 
marck is expected to return to Borlin in 
a few days. Tho story told in what pur- 
ported to be a London dispatch to the 
New York Qrpphic of Nov. ,4th, about 
Prince Bismarck's health, in which it was 
said that his nervous system was serious- 
ly impaired, an..! that his physicians bar- 
ed softening of tug brain, etc., is an utter 
fabrication. 



about 210,000. Hat.tiar and Sundap toge- 
ther had about 100,000 population. Up 
to 11 o'clock on the night of tho 31st ult. 
thoro were no signs of danger, but boforo 
midnight a wave u swept over the coun- 
try to tho depth in many places of twenty 
feet, surprising poo2>lo in their beds. 
Donse groves of eoeoau'ut and palm trees 
around the villages enabled many to save 
themselves by climbiug up among tho 
branches. Some took refuge on tho tops 
of their houses, but the water burst their 
houses asunder and swept them out to 
sea. Some of them were carried thus 
across tho channel ton miles to Chittan- 
gong district, but the vast majority were 
never heard of ngnin. Tho country is 
perfectly flat, and almost overy ono per- 
ished who failed to reach trees. Thero iB 
scarcely a household in these islands and 
on tho adjacent coast but lost many mem- 
bers. The'cattlo are all drowned, boats 
urn swept away, and tho moauff of coni- 
niunioation with other districts destroy- 
ed. There is much distress amo'rig' the 
settlors, which the government is relic-v- 
ing. Tho gOvei'h'mlc.nt Gazette says whore 
tho storm wave passed it is belioved not a 
third of tho population, survived. Tho 
islands have barely one-fourth of their 
former inhabitants. The stench from 
putrefying bodies is insufferable, and a 
general outbreak of cholera is expected. 
The coi'fespondent says this is happily 
not yet realized, excopt in Norkully, 
where the disease has appeared. 

London, Nov. 17. — The Calcutta cor- 
respondent of tho Times states that tho 
estimates based on official returns from 
various police sections gives the total 
loss of life as 215,000 in three districts, 
and it is probable that even this estimate 
is too small. 

London, Nov. 19, — News from the fam- 
ine-threatened districts of Madras is 
somewhat bettor. Rain has come iu time 
to do some good. In Bombay prospects 
are still gloomy. Actual famine in two 
or three districts soonm probable, and 
great distress in four or fivo more.
